riorry, indeed, even vyhon dcntli 
does not. come put an^onjil to tiis ex- 
iBtence, is the lot of the odnvict who 

has .succeeded in encaping from the 
mines of I'^astern Silierin. Witiiou! 
loHourceH of any kind, iio inu.st rob or 
Kt'g hiH way back to l-tu.ssia. Tiie al- 
ternative of seekinji; eniploymout is 
one which often has disastroue con- 
sequences. The convict of the lowest 
type regards the .Siberian coloni.st as 
an inferior, and has a saying whioii 
(!f-.scribcs him as "blind for throp days 
after birth." But the coloniit bn.s his 
revenge. Ho works the supercilious 
convict like a beast of burden, anil 
gives him as littio rest and as little 
food as possible. When wages are 
demanded'' the colonist has an original 
way of sntisfyitrg his laborer. The 
money is paid without demur but, be 
fore the convict can get clear, ho fall.s 
deail, killed by a bullet from the c;un 
of lii.s (■' lol eii)j)loyer. This method 
of paym- nt ia sometimes CRrrif?d out 
on a larr; ' wale. It is adopted in the 
c.i.sc of vr' ;abond laborers who, liavini; 
(iniMhed 'l eir autumn ■^■o^'k in the 
tlelds, retiirn to the neighboring vill 
a^os to be paid olF. The wages are 
fortliooniiiig and the laborers allowed 
to depart with their hard-earned mon- 
ey. "But they have no sooner gone 
than the peasant farmer as.seinbb s his 
neighbors, and having [jrovided then, 
with horses and fivi'. urnia, the wlioU.^ 
party finlli(fi forth in ]inrsuit of the 
vsgabond.s. The retiring laborers are 
.s|)eedily ovt>rlaken; most are killed on 
tlie spot, all are robbed, the recovered 
money being divided between the far- 
nier and his confederates. The only 
respect shown for authority is the 
prevalent habit, where robberv ha.s 
1 een the motive of hhuighter, of con- 
cealing the dead. The nuinlered con- 
victs are usually cut up and mutilated, 
and the reiuains buried in out-of the 
way places. This hunting of the 
"hunchbacks," as the escaped convicts 
are often called in derision, has gone 
on for years, entering so deejily into 
the habits of the peo]ile that it baa os 
caped the attention of few travelers 
through Eastern Siberia. "Where 
are the men?" was asked of a woman 
left in charge of a small village adjoin- 
tng the highway, "(!onc after tie 
hunchbacks," was the reply. Such is 
the prevailing demorulization in this 
respect that boys have bean heard to 
ask their fathers to kill vagabo .ds in 
order that they may see "how the fell- 
ow will roll on his hump." In some 
of the governments it is certain death 
for a convict, escaped, or still under 
supervision, to he caught returning 
from the mine. Occasionally the sol- 
diers imitate the colonists in their ex 
jiloitation of the vagabond. The Coss- 
ack as well as the ordinary colonist, 
covets cheap labor, and is in the Imb- 
it of rewarding with an ounce or two 
of lead the convict who declines to 
pass from one condition of bond slav- 
ery to another. 

During the colonization of the Trans- 
balkal region the hunting of vagabonds 
was one of the common diversions of 
the newly arrived settlera Krom 
Tomsk to Chitt there is a locality that 
has rendered itself notorious for the 
pursuit, on u large scale, of escaped 
convicts. In the Tomsk government 
itself whole villag' s are described as 
living solely by the robbery of vaga- 
bonds. The river Karasan has been 
so tilled with the bodies of murdered 
convicts as to become pu*rid. Near 
Fingul, open woods are know as a fa 
vorite ground for the slaughter. The 
whole of the country is full of memo- 
ries and traditions of Siberian man- 
hunting. Heroes of the sport are still 
alive. Bitkoy, Romany and Zavorata 
wore each expert in diflferent ways, 
liomany, for instance, gained colubrity 
in the village of Fingul, whore he was 
in the habit of lying in ambush close 
tb the highway and shooting down 
every vagabond who passed. In the 
uutumn evenings Bitkoy used to pick 
off the 'stragglers, who jiassed along th.' 
banks of the river Augur, During 
subsequent sport along the Biryus 
there were individual Siberiiins who 
boasted that they had brought down as 
many as sixty, and in some cases nine- 
ty; vagabonds Only upon one of 
these , hunters of men do 
these vagabonds seem to have 
taken vengeance. They solecied one 
Paramonich, who had been all his life 
engaged ir killing convictB. The vag- 
abonds assembled together, seized him 
, and brought his career to a close by 
■ -piuBgid^ bim-'HHve ihi a eauldrou of ia- 
- cabdeeceiit metal.

Ab was pointi'd '■<\'. on Thm-sday, but 
little lUtoiition luia bn-u uf latu yoara piiid 
to tho aiiiL'iidod lUid t.'otisolidiUed School 
Act of 187y by tlio lato govoniinoiit, !il 
though it wfts Ihoir o« ii uicasmo. If thu 
framerd of that Act woro iif opiuiou tluit 
tho creation of achuol diatricta nn tho 
basis of fifteen children botwaoH G and 16 
years of ago boro too hoavily on tho pru- 
vinuiiil rnvuuut) they should have amend- 
ed aub-auctioii of UfOliiui 7 to meet tlieir 
vieii'8 on that point. Luato:ui of doin^; 
that tho clause has boon loft intact rind 
Bflveral sections of the province with more 
than tho requisite number of children 
have over and over again, whon applying 
fui- a share in educational privileges, been 
niot with a peraistent and emphatic "No. " 
The difficulty of keeping up an average 
attund.-uice uf ten, which is supposed to 
be iho uiiiiimum, with only about 15 pupila 
iu the diatrict, is well known; in fact, it 
U almost iaipracticablo. Average daily 
attmdanco in the provincial public school.* 
for Uie year ending .lune, 1S82, was on!) 
a fraction over CO per cent., wliich slu-w^ 
conclaaively that Lweuty children of 
school a^o iiro rocjuirod in a di.strict to 
keop up fairly the low average attendance 
of ten. It wdl be a question, therefore, 
for the new house to say whether tho 
clause under diacussion should not read 
twenty inateaii of fifteen. But whether 
ua alteration be made or not, the favorit- 
ism wlucli haa prevailed fur .some years 
past should be atamped mit, and every lo- 
cality in a poaitioi! to comply with the 
statute should bo created a school district. 
Sub-aection 4 of section 7 might be 
amended so ns to admit of aid being given 
to localities not nblo to roach the status of 
a full school district by making it read 
•' Hot having leaa than twelve iirir 
Biore than nineteen children between the 
ago of and 10 years, resident therein." 
Suction 8, with regard to examiiiora, 
teachers' certificates and temiiorary in- 
spectors, seems to roquiro revision. Ex- 
aminers certainly oiigtit to bo exporiencod, 
Iirst-cla33, cun.scientious teachers who are 
well aequainied witli practical work, and 
who will perforin the duties impartially 
and witti the strictest Iiuiiesty of purpose. 
The profession of teaching should bo on 
a par with other learned professions. 
Graduates in law and moJicino aro ex- 
amined by their aoniora and it is liumili- 
utiiig to teachers to have to undergo ex- 
uminatioiia at thu hands of those who are 
unacquainted with the touchers' retjuire 
monts and work. First-class cortiticali s 
should hold gooil for raoro than four vi'ars. 
If it be deemed advisable to grant them 
for a term of ycani and not for life or 
during good conduct tho poriod for which 
they aro valid sli'^uld be extended. If 
the clause with regard to temporary in- 
spectors is found to bo inoperative it 
ought to bo expunged. There seems to 
be no good reason why the superintend- 
ent should not visit all the schools at 
least onco a year ao as to be in a poaition 
to report intelligently on the progre.is of 
each without necessitating the expense of 
paid inspectors, evn-, if such could be 
found at all qualiGc J for these potitions. 
Section 18, on the election of trustees, 
should be altered so as to admit of elec- 
tions by acclamation when nn opposition 
is otfered. The time has arrived when 
the number of tmateoi) in towns and 
cities should be increased to Gve, and, 
perhaps, seven, where high schools aro in 
operation. The eduoatioiud interests of 
such districts as Victoria, Now Westmin- 
itor and Nannimo are ton momentnns to 
bo left any longer iu the haiuls of three 
individuals, however i norgotic or honestly 
disposed. Board nieetingR, alsc , should 
everywhere bo open to the public so that 
those interested can, if they will, listen 
to the proooodings, which ought also 
to be published. Tho most important 
mutter with regard to iho school Aot le- 
mains yet to be mentioned. It is one well 
worthy and is sure to havo tho full con- 
tideratiou of the government and legis- 
lature. This is, whether or not the sys- 
tem of education shall be extricated from 
the political cauhlruu into which it was 
thrown by the ^Valkeln-Beaven govern- 
meat. There is but little doubt that the 
reiusoitatiun of a Hoanl uf Education on 
a somewhat different basis from the old 
one would meet with general favor 
thrcughout the pi. vitice, and it would re- 
lieve the ministry of much responsibility. 
J^till under a straightforward, impartial 
and Competent government, the systeiii 
call be worked satisfactorily to the people 
and creditably to tho authorities without 
Huuh an adjunct to the system. Now, 
that thn new ministers are all re-elected 
by acclamaticm, the school Act will re- 
ceive its full share of attention aa soon as 
Weightier matters have been disp(j3ed of — 
drydiick, tho railway and our rolationa to 
the Dominion must, or course, take pre- 
cedence of every other question. 

IN FLA MAfA DLE FREW H TS. 

Tha lamontaljlo sloamboal disaste rs on 
Puget Sound, which occurred so recently 
and 80 near home, are uncoiiifoitably 
auggeativo of latent danger in steamboat 
travelling. In tho case of the tiem the 
Inflammable character of her freight was 
the cause of her destruction by fire. With 
this sad casualty of do recent a date and 
the similar fate of (■no of Hritish (J(dum- 
bia's linest aiui neweal stoamers not long 
ago, tho traveling public arc opening 
their eyes to the fact that hay is dan- 
gerous freight. In past years passenger 
travel has not been sufficiently remuner- 
ative to warrant bouu: safr^r mode of 
transit for such freight; but the tiiiio is 
full}' C"ino when, in vimv of a largor and 
incroaaed pasatMiger trade, .steamboat syn- 
dicates and owners should make arrange- 
ments for ilu; conveyance of hay without 
jeopardizing peoido's lives or risking the 
loss of their own pro|i()rty. If a separate 
btoamor be not available, a scow should 
bo towed anteni with such and other 
freight of a like or cmnbustible nature. 
" An ounce of prevention ia worth a 
pound of cure," and loo much precaution 
eannpt bo used in these particulars. 
Steamers m.iy come and stoamers may go 
for many years, aa thoy havo been doing, 
without loss of life; but on tho other 
hand a catastrophe may occur in the nnar 
future through a contiiumnco of past prac- 
tices that will rudely shako our sense of 
■elf-security and bring mourning and sor- 
row into many a happy home.

For 
instance, up in tlie Sitting Bull country a 
wliilo ago an Imiian camo in from the 
warpath who had never seen sny of the 
pulo face style of food, and drew his ra- 
tions . 

He made a light meal of ungrouiul cof- 
fee tho first day, and as ho overate and 
the cotfoo awolled nn him, ho had difK- 
i-iilly in butt.niini' U|) his p:iiits around 
the [lam that tie had on hand

That is till- «.iy the untutored child of 
the forest swoie. He had never received 
the benefits of early training in profanity, 
and his languairo, therefore, was discon- 
nected and rambling; but when wo con- 
siiler that ho was ignorant of our lati- 
gnago and that every liitlo wliilo he hiiii 
to stop and hold on to his digester with 
both hands and dig great luiloa in the 
earth with hia toes, the remarks did not 
seem altogether out of jil.ica or irrele- 
vant.

FAITHFUL LUCY. 

Sow. an Qreso&.LIaiden Qlvl 'Waltod 
Lonsr Tears fox Her LoTor. 

[Atlantic Slonthly) 
She was a California ludi.an, probably 
of the Tulares, and uiigratod to Oregon 
with her family thirty years ago. She 
was then a young girl, and said to be tho 
handsomest squaw ever seen in Oregon. 
In thoae daya, white men in wildornoaseB 
thought it small shame, if any, to take 
Indian women to live with them as wives, 
and Lucy waa much sought and wooed. 
But she seems to have had uncomniun 
virtue or coldness, for she resisted all 
such approaches for a long time. 

Finally a man named Pomoroy appear- 
ed, and, aa Lucy said afterward, as soon 
as she looked at him alio know ho was hor 
" tiiintum man," and alio must go with 
with him. He had a small sloop and 
Lucy became its mate. They two alone 
ran it for several years up and down the 
river. He established a little trading 
post, and Lucy always took charge of 
that when ho went to buy goods. 

When gold was discovered at Ringgold 
bar, Lucy wont there, worked with a 
rockor like a man, and washed out hutid- 
dreds of dollars' worth of gold, all of 
which she gave to I'onu'roy. With it he 
built a fine schooner and eiilargeti his 
biisinoas, the faithful Lucy working al- 
ways at his aide and bidding. At last, 
after eight or tan yeara, he grew weary of 
hor and of tho country and made up his 
mind to go tu California. But ho had 
nut the heart to tell Lucy ho meant tu 
leave her. The pilot who told me this 
story was at that time captain of a 8choi)n- 
er on the river. Pumeroy came to him 
ono day and asked him to move Lucy and 
her efi'ecta down to Columbus. He aaid 
ho told her alio must go and live with her 
\ relatives while he went to (,'alifornia and 
I looked about, and then ho would send 
for her. 

The poor creature who had no idea of 
t troachury came lui hoard ehoorfuUy and 
, willingly, and he set herod'Ht Cidunibiia , 
I That was in tho early spring. Week 
after week, month after month, wliencv- 
I er )iis schooner stoppotl there, Lucy waa 
I on tho shore asking if he had hoard from 
■ P.imeroy. For a long time, ho said he 
I couldn't bear to tell her. At last he did. 
j but alio would not believe him. Winter 
I camo on. .Sho had got a few boards to- 
gether and built herself a sort of hut, 
near a house whore lived an eccentric old 
I bacheltjr, who finally took compassion on 
! her, and, to aavo her from freezing, let 
her come iiitci his shanty to sleep. Ue 
I was a mysterious old man, a recluse, 
with a morbid avorsion to women, and at 
the outset it was a groat struggle to lot 
even an Indian woman cross hia thres- 
hold. But, littlo by little, Lucy won her 
way; firat sho washed the dishes, then 
; she would timidly help at tho cooking. 
I Faithful, patient, uiipreauming, at la.st 
I sho grow to be really the old man's 
housekeeper aa well aa servant. Ho lost 
hia health and becanio blind. Lucy took 
I care of him till he died and followed him 
j lo the grave hia only mourner, and only 
j human being in tho country with whom 
lie had any tie. Ho left hor his littlo 
' hou.se and a fow hundred dollars — all ho 
; had — and there she is still, alone, making 
I out to livo by doing whatever work aho 
I can find in tho neighborhood. Every- 
body respects her. She ia known as 
I "Lucy" up and down the river. "I did 
, my best to havo hor come and keep house 
for my wife," said the pilot. "I'd rather 
I have her for iiurae or cook than any 
white woman in Oregon. But alio 
wouldn't como. I don't know as she's 
done looking for Pomoroy to como back 
I yet, and she a going to stay just whore 
he left hor. She never misses a time 
j waving to me when sho knows what boat 
; I'm on, and there isn't much going on on 
I the river she doesn't know."
